It is interesting to note in this connection that upwards of three-quarters 
of the pulp for the manufacture of paper in Spain is imported from Norway and Sweden, the 
balance is brought from Germany, Belgium, and Great Britain.

THE INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS OF 
PUBLISHERS. 

Successful, socially speaking, as were the 
first two international publishers’ congresses— 
at Paris in 1896, and at Brussels in 1897—the 
third congress that held its sessions in London 
from June 7 to June 9, was, according to general 
report, the most satisfactory one thus far held. 
This is measured by the amount of work accom¬ 
plished; socially it more than held its own with 
those that preceded it. Especially encouraging 
was the support given to this congress by the 
countries interested in its work, representatives 
being present from France, Germany, Italy, 
Austro-Hungary, Belgium, Denmark, Holland, 
Japan, New Zealand, Norway, Russia, Sweden, 
Switzerland, the United States and Canada. 
The contingent furnished by England was, 
naturally, considerable. 

In the various sections papers of great in¬ 
terest were read by men long familiar with the 
subiects discussed. Thus there were papers 
on the promotion of national bibliographies, on 
the protection of new ideas in form and get-up, 
on the exclusive right in titles, on the interna¬ 
tional protection of publishing rights—a matter 
of increasing importance—on agreements be- 
tween authors and publishers, on the develop¬ 
ment of publishing in Canada and the Canadian 
copyright question, on the need for more com¬ 
plete protection of copyright in educational 
works, and on other matters more or less di¬ 
rectly affecting the publishing trade. As will 


be gathered from the synopsis of the papers 
printed elsewhere in this issue, the members of 
the congress paid attention rather to practical 
matters than to theorizing ; and this practi¬ 
cal spirit, as the president of the congress, 
John Murrav, well said, did more than the 
finest theorizing could do to assert the true posi¬ 
tion of publishers in the world of letters. This 
position, as Mr. Murray further pointed out, 
has at all times found recognition from the 
most distinguished writers, and is recognized 
to-day in spite of certain disparagements from 
authors who display a curious ignorance of the 
real work of publishers. 

While the practical work of the congress was 
encouraging, the social features were no less 
satisfactory. The opportunity offered to estab¬ 
lish good-fellowship between members of the 
same profession of different nationalities cannot 
fail to bring good results, and to make for prof¬ 
itable relations. According to the London 
Publishers' Circular , whose very full and enter¬ 
prising report of the proceedings of the con¬ 
gress forms the basis of the briefer report given 
by us in this issue, “ from first to last the pro¬ 
ceedings were marked by the utmost harmony, 
and the fact that they concluded without hitch 
is no small compliment to the members of the 
organizing committee. Another and a long 
step has been taken in the consummation of 
those international relations between publishers 
which modern conditions render so essential. 


TENNESSEE TEXT-BOOK LAW AGAIN. 

The paragraph on this subject which we 
published in our issue for June 10, for which 
our authority was an Associated Press de¬ 
spatch, we find did not accurately state the facts. 
The American Book Company has not at any 
time been in a “fight” with the Governor of 
Tennessee, nor did the Governor cause the 
Legislature “ to pass a law excluding the pub¬ 
lications of the American Book Company from 
all the public schools in the State.” 

The facts, as we learn them from a better au¬ 
thority, are these : Tennessee, at its late ses¬ 
sion of the Legislature, passed a law providing 
for State uniformity of text-books, the books to 
be selected by a State Commission. No books 
were excluded from competition, and no pub¬ 
lishers were excluded from bidding. The 
American Book Company is free to compete 
with all other publishers for the adoption. 
The American Book Company has had no con¬ 
troversy with the Governor of the State nor 
with the Legislature. Upon the motion of the 
School Boards in the leading cities of Tennes¬ 
see—Nashville, Memphis, Knoxville, and Chat¬ 
tanooga— the city attorneys have rendered 
opinions that these cities do not come under 
the provisions of the new law. With this the 
American Book Company has had nothing 
whatever to do, and has never at any time pro¬ 
posed “to test the law in the courts,” but on 
the contrary its books will be bid for the ap¬ 
proaching State adoption. 
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THE THIRD INTERNATIONAL CON¬ 
GRESS OF PUBLISHERS. 

The work commenced by the Congress of 
Publishers at Paris in 1896 , and continued at its 
second session in Brussels in 1897 , was resumed 
on Wednesday, June 7 , when the Third Con¬ 
gress was called to order at Stationers’ Hall, 
London. Delegates were present from Amer¬ 
ica, Austro-Hungary, Belgium, France, Ger¬ 
many, Holland, Italy, Norway, Japan, New Zea¬ 
land, Russia, Sweden, and Switzerland. The 
American delegation was appointed by the 
American Publishers’ Copyright League, New 
York, and consisted of W. W. Appleton, R. R. 
Bowker, F. H. Dodd, J. H. Harper, and G. H. 
Putnam. There were present besides, D. C. 
Heath, Henry B. Barnes, C. F. Chichester, of the 
Century Co., Dr. William Sheldon, representa¬ 
tive in England of D. Appleton & Co., and 
Herbert S. Stone. 

In his opening address, John Murray, presi¬ 
dent of The Publishers’ Association of Great 
Britain and Ireland, and presiding officer of 
the Congress, touched upon the two preced¬ 
ing conferences, and upon those things which 
the present one might hope to accomplish and 
those other things which lay beyond its power; 
saying in this connection : “ If we had this 
power, [to legislate,] there is one object above 
all others to the attainment of which we 
should apply it. I mean to drawing within 
the fellowship of the Berne Convention those 
nations which still hold aloof. If, for ex¬ 
ample, we could do anything to persuade 
our good friends and cousins in the United 
States, who every year are taking a more 
prominent part, both as readers and writers, in 
the world of letters, to adhere to the Conven¬ 
tion, we should by this act alone have earned a 
high place among the successful congresses of 
history. I feel sure that in making this state¬ 
ment I shall have the sympathy and the assent 
of those American representatives whom we 
are happy to see among us to-day, and of that 
large body of enlightened and educated men 
whom they represent. They are as anxious 
as we are to see America take her proper place 
in this respect, but we know that they have to 
overcome a vast and powerful opposition—not 
fully instructed in all the arguments of the case, 
and trained from infancy in a school of Protec¬ 
tion which is adverse to such changes. 

“ The past year, however, has seen such de¬ 
velopment in the international position of the 
United States, and in the views held by Ameri¬ 
cans on international subjects, that we need 
not despair of its extension to literary matters, 
and I am sure you will join with me in express¬ 
ing a hope—a respectful and ardent hope—that 
some of us may live to see all nations possessing 
any literature included in the bond of the Berne 
Convention." 

The various purposes which it was hoped the 
Congress might promote, but which it could 
hardly expect to accomplish, were touched upon. 
Among them were the formation of a clear and 
scientific system of international bibliography— 
sorely needed by all students ; the investigation 
of the best and newest methods of producing and 
illustrating books ; the increasing of the fa¬ 
cilities for distributing and circulating books— 
not only in each individual kingdom but in 
foreign countries ; the steady improvement of 
the relations between authors and publishers, 


which, to quote Mr. Murray’s words, “ history 
has proved to be an eminently satisfactory 
and honorable relationship in the past, in 
spite of a few exceptions, and of the strenuous 
but unsuccessful efforts of a few misguided per¬ 
sons to embitter it;" and especially the ques¬ 
tion of copyright in America and Canada—“ one 
of the greatest importance just now to all Eng¬ 
lish-speaking peoples." But all these diverse 
purposes did not, Mr. Murray thought, define 
the two principal results and aims of these con¬ 
gresses. ‘ ‘ First, that we may come to know one 
another personally—that we may speak face to 
face—and establish a true international friend- . 
ship and camaraderie , so that if trade difficul¬ 
ties arise in any country the representatives of 
the publishers may apply to their confreres in 
other lands and receive the benefit of their 
counsel and their experience. And secondly, 
that we may assert to the world at large the 
true position which we hold in the world of 
letters." 

Of educational books, Mr. Murray said : 
“ There is a curious confusion in some minds 
between what is low-priced and what is cheap. 
The two terms are by no means synonymous; a 
guinea book may be far cheaper in certain cir¬ 
cumstances than a sixpenny one. I cannot take 
a better example of the difference than certain 
classes of school-books ‘ made to sell ’—designed 
to meet an enormous popular demand, which 
the Education Acts have created. In some 
cases these books, written by unskilled hands 
—badly printed on bad paper, and illustrated 
with the commonest of cuts—are low in price, 
but, economically speaking, a terribly dear pur¬ 
chase. Too often the economy in cost is more 
than balanced by loss of eyesight, or by mental 
bewilderment on the part of the poor children 
who use them. 

“ It is right and proper that standard works 
should be provided at as low a price as is com¬ 
patible with reasonably good production, and 
within the means of those for whom they are 
intended ; but there are whole departments of 
literature to which the lowest prices are not ap¬ 
plicable, as the public to which they appeal 
have no right to ask for their intellectual recre¬ 
ation and instruction at the price of 6 d. or is.” 

In conclusion, the part taken by publishers 
in the development and improvement of litera¬ 
ture was referred to. “ Publishers," said Mr. 
Murray, “ are a modest race ; but, perhaps, 
some of you some day will tell the world 
how much toil and anxiety is involved in the 
production, the adornment, and the circulation 
of a book, how much vigilance is required to 
watch and protect the rights of literary prop¬ 
erty. I may mention, en passant , that the 
Publishers’ Association has been compelled to 
appoint fully authorized agents in every lead¬ 
ing colony and dependency throughout the 
British Empire to watch over the interests of 
literary property, and protect it from piracy 
and infringement. Last, but not least, it may 
some day be told how much many books have 
owed, not only in outward appearance but also 
in intrinsic worth, to the advice and experience 
of men of our craft." 

Mr. Murray’s address was followed by the 
report of the Brussels Conference by its sec¬ 
retary, Ernest Vandeveld. 

Wednesday evening a banquet was given the 
delegates and others attending the Congress by

the Stationers’ Company. The speakers, in the 
order of their toasts, were the Right Hon. J. 
Bryce, who responded to the toast, “The Third 
International Congress of Publishers;” Ren6 
Fouret, President of the Cercle de la Librairie; 
Carl Engelhorn, President of the Borsenverein; 
W. Rider, the Master of the Stationers’ Com¬ 
pany; G. H. Putnam, M. BrunetiSre, the Right 
Hon. W. E. H. Lecky, John Murray, M. Bruy- 
lant, Albert Brockhaus, Sir E. M. Thompson, 
and Sir Courtenay Boyle. 

“Literature” was proposed by G. H. Put¬ 
nam, who said it was a great honor that had 
been accorded him in not only being able to 
appear there that night with the greetings of 
the associated publishers and literary workers 
of the United States—a clime which not so many 
centuries ago was supposed to be altogether 
outside the pale of literature—but to be further 
honored with the responsibility of bringing 
forward this subject for the consideration of 
such an assembly. He would only remind 
himself and them that it might be considered 
particularly the work of the publisher to in¬ 
troduce literature. The task of considering 
literature he should certainly leave to the 
authorities whose names he had to couple with 
the toast. He had thought at times the task of 
a publisher might be compared to that of a man¬ 
ager of a menagerie. He was supposed to 
present lions from time to time to the public— 
lions that were not quite so big, but might roar 
as loud. Now and then the menagerie had its 
difficulties. Going backwards from the king of 
beasts, they were not certain that their swans 
would remain swans. Authors might occasion¬ 
ally remind them that literature existed without 
publishers—long before publishers. That was 
true. Authors and great authors came into the 
world and did their work, and went out of the 
world long before they had reached what he 
might be allowed to call the higher stage of 
creation when the publisher was developed. 
But he would remind their literary friends that 
it was only when the publisher appeared upon 
the scene that they knew anything about litera¬ 
ture in the shape of profit. It was only then 
that the writers, who before had to content 
themselves with prestige, began to be able to 
speak about profit, and, in a word, of publish¬ 
ers. In a meeting composed largely of pub¬ 
lishers, it was an honor to remember how 
much the literary man of past ages was in¬ 
debted to the publishers in making literature a 
property. 

M. Bruneti&re thought that authors did not 
realize their indebtedness to publishers—“un¬ 
til, as has recently been the case in France, they 
ventured upon publishing for themselves. As a 
matter of fact, the publisher was always indis¬ 
pensable, and, if the expression may be used, 
is doubly so to-day, when the competition is 
so keen.” 

On Thursday the Congress split into three 
sections. Section A took up the consideration 
of technical matters, which was opened by 
Wilhelm Milller in a paper on “ The promotion 
of national bibliographies as the most suit¬ 
able foundation for the solution of the biblio¬ 
graphic question.” He urged the various 
national book-trade bibliographies now exist¬ 
ing should be produced in a uniform style not 
only in internal methods but in outward form, 


and submitted a series of resolutions, stating 
as the sense of the conference: 

“ (1) That it is desirable that periodical national bibliog¬ 
raphies should be published in every country. (2) That 
these bibliographies should be published in a uniform 
manner; that care should be taken to reproduce the exact 
sense of the title-page in each heading; that it must con¬ 
tain no abbreviations or references; and that it must 
have a classifying sign to indicate the contents and aim 
of the work. (3) That the separate headings should be so 
arranged that they may be easily utilized as a reference 
catalogue by detaching the headings in the bibliography. ,r 

In the discussion which followed, Messrs Hoff¬ 
man, Le Soudier, Murray, and Edward Bell par¬ 
ticipated. R. R. Bowker, of The Publishers’ 
Weekly, said that international bibliography 
had advanced a step—a very considerable step 
—through the arrangement made possible by 
their friend Mr. Marston on the English side, 
and he thought that with 1900 they would 
begin a new system of international bibliogra¬ 
phy in America, altering somewhat the pres¬ 
ent plans of the “ American catalogue.” It was 
rather a happy circumstance that that Con¬ 
gress should suggest certain uniformities in 
methods that would enable them to bring to¬ 
gether more than before those several bibliog¬ 
raphies. In America they had now their an¬ 
nual catalogue, and the suggestion of Sampson 
Low, Marston & Co. was that they should com¬ 
bine in one volume both the English and 
American bibliographies, so that the American 
bookseller would have before him an Anglo- 
American bibliography. He suggested, how¬ 
ever, that to introduce the question of classifi¬ 
cation at once would mean the postponement 
of the realization of a very desirable system. 
In America librarians had given very great 
attention to the publication of classified cata¬ 
logues, and it had been found to be impossible 
to obtain any one system for general use. 
Classification by the decimal system was most in 
vogue, but it was not universal, and they found 
their efforts to bring about uniformity in the 
methods of recording titles met with greater 
progress than if they attempted to deal with the 
question of classification. In The Publishers’ 
Weekly, the American trade publication which 
corresponded to the Publishers' Circular in 
England, they would probably in 1900 use the 
Linotype machine, which, as was generally 
known, formed the type for each title in one 
block. They would then, at the end of the year^ 
he thought, use those same blocks for their 
annual publication, and probably keep the same 
material for five years for a publication at a 
lapse of that period which would form a per¬ 
manent English catalogue of the character sug¬ 
gested by Sampson Low, Marston & Co. It 
had been suggested in America that they should 
take a step forward by binding with the Ameri¬ 
can and English bibliographies those of France 
and Germany. This proposal was now under 
consideration, although the demand of the 
American trade for those foreign bibliographies 
was not great enough to justify their addition. 
He might add a word as to the designation of 
sizes of books. All of them might not know 
that the American Library Association had 
adopted a decimal system of notation of size 
very much in line with the proposals brought 
before the Brussels Congress. They had in 
America three methods of size notation cor¬ 
responding to different degrees of exactness 
—the actual sizes in centimetres where the 
actual description was desired, provision by 
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a letter where the size was designated in an im¬ 
practicable form, and the old-fashioned way of 
giving numericals for the old public designation, 
which was arranged from the folding of the 
sheets. 

As a result of the discussion the resolutions 
submitted by Wilhelm Muller were adopted 
with a slight modification of the second clause 
in the specification that the classifying sign 
provided for should be “ adopted later on.” 

The law in France regarding “The protec¬ 
tion of new ideas in form and get-up ” was then 
set forth by Joseph Bourdel, of Paris, and its 
ineffectual operation shown. The following 
resolution was proposed by him and adopted : 

“ As a consequence of the decisions of the Brussels 
Congress, the London Congress votes that the principle 
of material property in innovations with regard to form 
or model which are exemplified by a publication should 
be formally recognized by the legislatures of the different 
countries.” 

Edward Bell read a paper, entitled “On ex¬ 
clusive right in titles,” and moved the follow¬ 
ing resolution : 

“ That some method should be adopted for the registra¬ 
tion of all distinctive titles, carrying with it the exclusive 
right of use during the term of copyright.” 

Titles Mr. Bell divided into two distinct class¬ 
es, those which simply describe the contents of 
the book, and others which aim at some origi¬ 
nality or singularity, and, so far from describ¬ 
ing the contents, often seem intended to excite 
curiosity as to what they may be. An immense 
amount of invention and ingenuity is expended 
upon titles of this kind, and publishers rightly 
attach considerable importance to them. Such 
imperfect protection as titles now receive is 
afforded not by the laws of copyright, but 
those which deal with fraudulent represen¬ 
tation. If a publisher, B, issues a book under 
the same name as one previously published by 
A, and it is shown that he does so with intent 
to deceive the public, and to sell a spurious pro¬ 
duction instead of the genuine one, A can 
claim and obtain damages. But if B has pub¬ 
lished his book innocently, A has no claim upon 
him and cannot oblige him to change his title. 

After considerable discussion the resolution 
was carried unanimously. 

The next paper was by M. Lucien Layus, of 
Paris, “On the alienation of works of art and 
the right of reproduction and the property of 
drawings ordered for illustration work.” It 
considered the law of several countries on this 
point, and contained two resolutions, the first 
as follows: 

44 The Congress of Publishers express the wish that all 
the countries of the Union should agree to recognize that 
the alienation of a work of art should not by itself carry 
with it the transfer of the right of reproduction.” 

This resolution was passed with a few dis¬ 
sentients. 

The second resolution of M. Layus stood 
originally as follows: 

“The Congress is of opinion that a drawing ordered 
by a publisher from an artist for the illustration of a pub¬ 
lication should remain the property of the publisher.” 

After a general discussion, in which the 
president and the vice-president took part, 
Edward Bell proposed the addition at the end 
of the resolution of the words “ unless other¬ 
wise stipulated,” and with this addition the 
resolution was carried unanimously. 

S. S. Pawling, of London, read a paper em¬ 
bodying the resolution “ That it is advisable 


that some uniform custom be adopted with 
regard to overs on printing, to provide for the 
inevitable loss (through disappearance and 
soiling of copies) that must fall upon the pub¬ 
lisher under a royalty agreement by the hand¬ 
ling of large quantities of books.” This was 
carried, with the omission of the word “ uni¬ 
form.” 

A. D. Innes read the last paper of that meet¬ 
ing, on the subject of cheap literature, and a 
vote of thanks was extended to him. 

Section B held sessions on both • Thursday 
and Friday, devoted to questions concerning 
literary and artistic properties. In the discus¬ 
sion which followed the first paper, by 1 ito 
Ricordi and P. Vallardi “On the international 
protection of publishing rights,” Mr. Putnam 
put before the Congress with clearness and 
at considerable length the obstacles in the 
way of an immediate and thoroughly satisfac¬ 
tory amelioration of copyright conditions in the 
United States. Quite frankly he admitted, in 
matters of national policy, the Typographical 
Union had greater influence than that enjoyed 
by authors and American publishers. He might 
say that the present law, as to the type-setting 
of American books, was passed, not at the in¬ 
stance of the publishers, but to prevent the 
opposition of the Typographical Union — an 
opposition that was strong enough to prevent 
the sanctioning of any international copyright 
law whatever. It was believed by those inter¬ 
ested in bringing their country into the same 
kind of literary relations with the other great 
literature producing countries of the world, that 
it would be wiser to secure as they did in 1891, 
an enactment of an imperfect law rather than 
to put up with what would have been an in¬ 
definite period of the delay of any law what¬ 
ever. Those who did not believe in the protec¬ 
tive system were of opinion whatever the outcry 
was it was exaggerated, and their advice to the 
legislature would take the shape of a wider and 
more liberal policy. Something of the kind 
had been done towards the removal of the large 
grounds of complaint on the part of the authors 
of Continental countries. While for the authors 
of England the restrictions were an inconven¬ 
ience, for the authors of France, Germany, and 
Italy they were an absolute injustice. For the 
English authors there was a difficulty in secur¬ 
ing a publishing agreement sufficiently long in 
advance to enable the type-setting provision and 
the simultaneous publication provision both to 
be carried out safely. But still, to the English 
authors, it had only been an inconvenience, and 
it was an inconvenience decreasing in its impor¬ 
tance. With their friends on the Continent the 
case was different. It was not practicable,' ex¬ 
cept in a very few cases, to secure consideration 
of a French, or German, or Italian book far 
enough in advance to enable the author’s Amer¬ 
ican publication arrangements to be arrived at: 
and often, although the American publisher 
found himself encouraged to submit a proposi¬ 
tion for the American edition of a Continental 
work, he was then confronted with the very 
difficult requirement of having to have the 
book put into type in the language of origin 
in order to secure for it the full protection, 
because, unfortunately, as the law was worded, 
the copyright of American translations pro¬ 
tects only that particular translation in case the 
work had been published abroad in its origina. 
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language prior to the publication of translation 
in the United States. 

Several suggestions and proposals had been 
made on the part of those interested in a wider 
copyright protection, who had fully appreciated 
the difficulty on the part of Continental authors, 
for the lessening at least of the difficulty. He 
was able to report, on behalf of the Publishers’ 
Association, that a resolution was adopted not 
many months back expressing the approval of 
that association of any such modification of the 
existing law as might obviate the difficulty to 
some extent in* that way. Without getting rid 
of the typesetting provision, and without getting 
rid of the necessity for the publication of the 
American edition in the United States not later 
than the date of the publication of the book 
in English outside of the United States, it was 
recommended that a sufficient time should be 
given after publication of the work in the 
original for the preparation of a translation. 
What the time should be was a matter of detail. 
Assuming that there was to be a term of six 
months or twelve months, a further suggestion 
was not later than the date of publication in 
the country of origin, two copies of the book in 
the original language printed entirely in the 
country of origin should be deposited at Wash¬ 
ington, in order to identify the undertaking for 
which they expected later to secure copyright. 
That would not in itself secure copyright, but 
it would be a preliminary step, and if within 
the time authorized a translation should be 
printed from type set within the limits of the 
United States the entire work should be pro¬ 
tected, and no unauthorized translation should 
thereafter be permitted, but for the conven¬ 
ience of those who preferred to read the book 
in the language of origin—for the convenience 
of their German citizens, for instance—impor¬ 
tation in the original language should still be 
permitted, while the control of the American 
translation should be limited to the publisher 
acting for the translation. He hoped that at 
the next Congress they might be able to re¬ 
port that some such modification had been 
made. 

“ Agreements between authors and publish¬ 
ers ” were then touched upon by M. Leclerc, who 
gave in full the articles of agreement arrived at 
in France in 1S9S; by Mr. Murray, who reported 
failure and distrust in England; and by Mr. 
Putnam, who claimed that in America authors 
and publishers worked together in substantially 
harmonious agreement. 

The burning question of Canadian copyright 
was next discussed by F. R. Daldy, of London, 
historically and in relation to the grievances of 
all concerned. Professor Mavor, representing 
the Canadian authors, was then called upon by 
the chairman. He said there was a difference 
between, the law officers of the Crown and 
the Canadian law officers with respect to the 
right of Canada to legislate for copyright in 
Canada, and there was no doubt that pub¬ 
lishers on both sides held extreme views. 
When his society turned their attention to it 
they considered whether some middle path 
might not be arrived at which would satisfy 
reasonable people on both sides of the water. 
They laid down four principles to guide them. 
They thought it useless, considering the pres¬ 
ent population of Canada, to propose a man¬ 
ufacture clause and therefore set that aside. 
In the second place, they thought the system of 


licensing was far too complicated to be worked 
out satisfactorily. Thirdly, they thought it 
would be a great pity for Canada to do any¬ 
thing to lead to the withdrawal of the Berne 
Convention, and fourthly,. they thought it 
would be a great pity to disturb the existing 
relations as regarded copyright between Eng¬ 
land and the United States. They went to 
some of the publishers, and asked them to point 
out where the shoe pinched, and it appeared 
that the publishers had a reasonable grievance. 
They said that, when they bought what they 
supposed to be Canadian rights, sometimes be¬ 
fore they could get their books on the book¬ 
shelves English editions were in the market 
side by side with the Canadian editions. There 
was no suggestion that the English publishers 
acted otherwise than in perfect good faith, but 
wholesale dealers were in the habit of purchas¬ 
ing large numbers of books, and sending some 
to the Cape and Australia and some to Canada, 
It appeared that something could be done in 
connection with that, by explaining it to the 
English publishers, and asking them to assist 
in passing legislation to carry it into effect. If 
the clause was carried in England, the Cana¬ 
dian Government would pass an act to enforce 
it there. 

These statements met with favor from the 
section, which adjourned after listening to the 
Canadian publisher’s point of view as presented 
in a paper by Mr. Morang, of Toronto. 

The Friday session was opened by D. C. 
Heath, of Boston, with a paper on “ The need 
for more complete protection of copyright in 
educational works.” The question seemed to 
him to need attention rather for a preliminary 
discussion at this session of the Congress, and 
preparatory to a paper on the subject at the 
next session, than for any contemplated imme¬ 
diate settlement. 

As a start he made the suggestion that the 
Government be asked to require the publisher 
of any new educational book to file at the Sta¬ 
tioners’ Hall or Bureau of Copyright, by what¬ 
ever name called, or, perhaps better, with the 
Bureau of Education, detailed specifications 
showing on what plan a given book has been 
made or is to be made. Whenever another 
book on the same subject should be projected 
or published, specifications for it should be 
carefully compared with its predecessors of the 
same type, and the publisher of the proposed 
book informed in due time, supposing he is 
likely to infringe upon someone else’s right. 
Having been furnished with the specifications 
of the book which he is likely to imitate too 
closely, if he still persists in issuing his book 
the first publisher would have a much better 
case against him in a court of equity than is 
now possible. The specifications should be filed 
in the Educational Department rather than in a 
Copyright Department of the Government, for 
the double reason that the Educational Depart¬ 
ment would more readily discover the similar¬ 
ity of the books, and because it would already 
have—at least, this is the case with us—the 
necessary machinery for the work. 

Mr. Bell said what they wanted was protec¬ 
tion for that not covered by the copyright laws. 
There were many cases in which the contents 
of a book were not covered by the copyright 
laws. What publishers wanted was some means 
of protecting ideas not covered by the ordinary 
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copyright—that fell under the category of the 
form and get-up of books. 

Arthur Waugh followed with a paper on 
“The length of quotations in reviews,” depre¬ 
cating the making of too long extracts from 
books reviewed, which provoked considerable 
discussion. 

No more papers were read before Section B. 
The resolutions agreed to at its two sittings, as 
a result of papers and discussions, were: 

“ That the Congress of Publishers desire to refer to an 
International Convention the task of studying all the 
customary regulations in each country between authors 
and publishers, and presenting a copy with a systematic 
summary of them to the next Congress.” 

“ That it is eminently desirable, in the interests of the 
English owners of copyright and for the maintenance 
of the Convention of Berne, that some satisfactory ar¬ 
rangement should be entered into with Canada with 
regard to copyright matters. On these grounds the 
Congress desires to give its cordial support to the propo¬ 
sition brought forward by Professor Mavor.” 

“ That the Programme Committee of the next Con¬ 
gress be asked to provide a paper by some one of our lead¬ 
ing school-book publishers on ‘the need for more com¬ 
plete protection of original ideas in educational works.’ ” 

Section C, for the consideration of legal and 
administrative questions, was presided over by 
J. Bielefeld, of Karlsruhe. 

After some discussion on the “ Report on the 
resolution of the last Congress on the localiza¬ 
tion of copyright,” presented by W. Heine- 
mann, Otto Mtihlbrecht, of Berlin, read a paper 
on “Participation in the Convention of Berne.” 
The United States, Russia, Holland, Sweden, 
and Denmark were mentioned as specially af¬ 
fecting the interests of publishers, and resolu¬ 
tions were submitted, which, after some dis¬ 
cussion, were adopted as follows : 

“ (1) A memorial to be drawn up in the French language, 
containing the statements of your referrer and the pre¬ 
liminary negotiations and resolutions of the Congress, 
such memorial to be signed by all the corporations send¬ 
ing delegates to the Third Congress, one hundred copies 
of which memorial are to be printed.” 

“ (2) A printed copy of the memorial to be sent to the 
office of the Convention of Berne for publication in the 
official organ of the same, the Droit d'Aziteur. Copies 
also to be sent to the Governments belonging to the Con¬ 
vention of Berne, and also to those Governments whose 
participation in the Convention of Berne is desirable, po¬ 
litely requesting such Governments to give the subject 
serious consideration The remaining copies to be sent 
to prominent individuals, with the request that they will 
use their efforts and influence to promote the aim in 
view in their respective spheres of activity.” 

“ ( 3 ) The Cercle de la Librairie de Paris to be requested 
to take in hand the execution of the statements herewith 
to be submitted.” 

The discussion regarding this paper was 
chiefly on conditions in Holland and America. 
Frederick Macmillan, of Macmillan & Co., Lon¬ 
don, agreed with Mr. Putnam that the difficulty 
was with the American printers, who were a 
very strongbody, and were under the impression 
that if free copyright were given—that was to 
say, if the United States joined the Berne Con¬ 
vention—it would injure them, inasmuch as the 
English publishers would attempt to send over 
printed copies of their books for sale in America. 
Of course a great many English books went out 
to America now; but when a book was going to 
have a large sale in the United States—the kind 
of sale for which a copyright was of real im¬ 
portance—it was printed there, and would be, 
whatever might be the condition of the law. 
The sort of book necessary, the proper size of 
it, the difficulty of working at such a distance, 
was so great, that little temptation would be 
offered to the English publisher to send over 
printed sheets. Of course, with small editions, 


it would continue to be done, as was the case at 
present, the only difference being that the works 
sold would be copyright, instead of the copy¬ 
right being lost. Under certain circumstances 
a copyright might be really valuable, though 
no American publisher would take the risk of 
bringing out an American edition of a new book; 
and so, if the book happened to make a great 
success, the copyright would be lost under 
present conditions. It did not often happen, 
but it did happen, and it was most desirable 
that America should join, in order to do away 
with this system. The American^Typographical 
Union, who were at the back of the opposition, 
were entirely mistaken in thinking the change 
would have any injurious effect upon the print¬ 
ing business. 

The “Formation of a professional school of 
booksellers ” was next presented in a report by 
F. Baranger, of Paris, who submitted a motion 
outlining and authorizing such a school. Er¬ 
nest Vandeveld, of Brussels, said that a school 
of this kind had existed in Brussels, and that 
none of the booksellers’ clerks would attend it. 
The majority of them thought they knew their 
business perfectly well, and did not require fur¬ 
ther instruction. A. Nutt, of David Nutt, Lon¬ 
don, thought that a professional school would 
be useless where it was not objectionable. The 
book trade was not a purely technical trade, 
and it would be a great mistake to have an 
academic system of education. It would be 
very much better to raise the status of the book 
trade, so as to attract men who had received 
a good general education. 

M. Baranger withdrew the motion, on the 
understanding that the decision of the Brussels 
Congress should be endorsed. 

Frederick Macmillan’s paper on the book¬ 
seller, the book agent, and the instalment-man, 
entitled “The effect of various methods of 
distribution on the general sale of books,” 
drew forth a discussion of the German system 
of book distribution which was thought to be 
a model one, worthy of imitation. 

A paper “ On the presentation of books to 
national libraries,” by Edward Marston, re¬ 
viewed the demands made upon publishers in 
this direction in the leading countries,and con¬ 
sidered this compulsory presentation an unfair 
burden upon English publishers. Replies re¬ 
ceived to a circular sent out by Mr. Marston, 
in which he asked “How many copies of 
every such new work must be deposited for 
registration or given to the national or other 
libraries?” show that in Belgium and Bulgaria 
no free copies are required; in Norway only 
one; while Denmark, France, Greece, Holland, 
and Portugal demand two, as does the United 
States; Italy, Roumania, and Spain, three; 
Austria, Servia, and Sweden, four; England, 
five; and Russia, five, six, or seven, according 
to the subject of the book and the size of the edi¬ 
tion. In the majority of the German states, and 
in all but one of the Swiss cantons, no free copies 
of books need be delivered. Forcible expres¬ 
sions of opinion were given by members of the 
Congress, the English publishers especially feel¬ 
ing that they were heavily and unjustly taxed. 

Mr. Murray felt certain that the English 
Government would do nothing in the matter. 

The following resolution was passed : 

“ That this section of the Third International Congress 
of Publishers having heard the evidence submitted by 
Mr. Marston is of opinion that this question of acquire- 
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ment of copyright should be separated from that of a 
depot legale .” 

Considerable interest was manifested in the 
best means for maintaining the sale of books 
at the published price. E. Lyon-Claesen, of 
Paris, in a paper on the subject, thought that all 
publishers agreed in recognizing the importance 
of maintaining prices, nevertheless the cases 
of works recently published and offered at re¬ 
duced prices by the retailers are numerous. 
The discount allowed by publishers to book¬ 
sellers and other retailers is constantly taken 
advantage of in extra allowances to custom¬ 
ers. In the interest of publishers it is nec¬ 
essary to restrain this abuse as much as 
possible, and if international measures were 
taken for maintaining the full published prices 
the movement would be very opportune and 
useful; and surely an understanding on these 
lines could easily be realized. As to the means 
to be employed for preventing or at least re¬ 
straining the sale under published price of 
new works the methods are numerous, although 
sometimes rather difficult in application. The 
strongest and most efficacious is incontestably 
the total suppression of discounts to booksellers 
who do not respect the actual published prices, 
at least during a reasonable period from the 
issue of a book. Such a measure was taken by 
the “ Cercle Beige de la Librairie” on account of 
the foundation of a co-operative society whose 
aim was the sale of books considerably under 
the published price. These measures were 
crowned with success, and this co-operative 
society was forced out of existence. 

“We do not mean.” continued Mr. Lyon- 
Claesen, “ to interfere with commercial liberty; 
but the price fixed by the publisher is a part of 
the book which is quite a special product, and 
the sale of which cannot possibly follow the 
same rules as ordinary manufactured articles. 
It is a mistake to believe, as it is superficially 
argued, that a buyer has the absolute right to 
sell at a price fixed by himself. In the case of 
a book there exists a tacit convention concerning 
the price to be obtained from the public. The 
retailer benefits, moreover, from the discount 
or allowance already made by the publisher,, 
and not from any artificial increase in price 
made by the retailer on his purchase price, as 
may be the case with other wares having no 
fixed and official price.” 

Mr. Macmillan expressed himself as strongly 
in favor of net books ; and a resolution was 
adopted providing: 

“That the Congress desires to see an International 
League founded between publishers and booksellers for 
maintaining the full published prices, and pledges itself 
to support any measure tending to keep up the published 
prices of recently published works. The Congress sug¬ 
gests that the different associations of publishers be in¬ 
vited to carefully consider the question in view of the 
next session of the Congress.” 

At the Friday sitting K. J. Trlibner, of 
Strassburg, presided. It being necessary to 
curtail the programme, Mr. Heinemann offered 
to withdraw his paper, and it was reserved for 
the next Congress. I. Bielefeld, of Karlsruhe, 
then explained the management of the Deutscher 
Verlegerverein, its inquiry office, the proceed¬ 
ing by dunning letter, the collection on joint 
account, and its solvency list; and G. H. Put¬ 
nam spoke of the work done along similar lines 
in New York by the Stationers’ Board of Trade, 
which included publishers and booksellers. 


Mr. Bielefeld submitted a resolution, which 
was adopted, substantially as follows: 

“ (1) The Congress deems it advisable to have solvency 
lists with the names of all retail booksellers drawn up in 
all countries where the book trade is sufficiently organ¬ 
ized. These lists are to be in the style of those published 
by the German Publishers’ Association, but, of course, 
particularly adapted to the wants and requirements of 
each country.” 

“ (2) Provided that the formalities of law in each 
country be not violated, one copy of these lists shall be ex¬ 
changed between the publishers’ associations in the vari¬ 
ous countries, in order to enable their presidents or man¬ 
agers to give their members all required information about 
fo reign booksellers.” 

“(3) As long as this exchange of lists cannot be carried 
into effect, the presidents or managers of existing pub¬ 
lishers’ associations be requested to answer, or to have 
answered by a member, all inquiries about booksellers in 
their country, provided that such inquiries be made on 
the part of inquiry offices and on one of the conventional 
forms set by the association.” 

The last paper read was a protest against 
“Discount to private customers abroad,” writ¬ 
ten by P. Vallardi, of Turin, and it elicited the 
following resolution: 

“That this Congress, convinced of the grave results 
which threaten the international book trade if the prac¬ 
tice is allowed to spread of giving discounts to private 
customers, discounts which in some cases are equal to 
those which booksellers are entitled to, pass a resolution 
to the effect that the publishers and booksellers, whether 
syndicates, associations, or individual traders, shall be 
urged to do their utmost to nip in the bud this practice, 
which would inevitably become a serious danger to our 
international commerce in books.” 

A vote of thanks was given to Herr Bielefeld 
as President of the Section. 

The concluding meeting of the Congress was 
held on Friday afternoon, under the chairman¬ 
ship of John Murray. 

After some discussion the Chairman read 
the following resolutions, viz.: 

“ That a bureau be created by each Congress to carry 
out the resolutions of the present and previous sessions, 
under the authority of its organizing committee.” 

“ That this bureau should remain in activity until the 
meeting of the next Congress, when the organizing com¬ 
mittee of the Congress should have to receive the papers 
and documents of the bureau, and be responsible, on its 
part, for the erection and proper organization of a new 
permanent bureau for the next two years.” 

“ That the maintenance of this bureau should be ef¬ 
fected by pro rata contributions from each national 
association.” 

“ The Congress accepts the principle of the motion and 
resolves that a commission be appointed ad hoc to carry 
out the details of the proposed scheme. Also that the 
nomination of such commission be left to the organizing 
committee of the present Congress, who shall report to 
the different bodies.” 

The resolution was carried. 

The Chairman said their friends from Ger¬ 
many had invited them to hold the next Con¬ 
gress in that country, and they would all 
combine with them in offering their cordial 
thanks. They had met in Paris and Brussels 
and London, and it seemed to be the natural 
course of things that they should next meet in 
Germany. 

After some discussion it was agreed that the 
next Congress should be held in two years’ 
time. 

A. Brockhaus, on behalf of the German dele¬ 
gates, offered the Congress a cordial welcome 
to his country. 

In the evening a reception was held by the 
members of the Publishers’ Association at the 
Guildhall, and on Saturday a party of about 
eighty visited the Royal Library and Castle at 
Windsor. 
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KIPLING SUES ELBERT G. HUBBARD. 

There was filed in the United States Circuit 
Court at Utica, N. Y., on the 15th inst., the 
complaint in a suit brought by Rudyard Kip¬ 
ling and his publishers, D. Appleton & Co., 
against Elbert G. Hubbard, of East Aurora, 
Erie County. The complaint recites that Kip¬ 
ling is an English subject; that he is an author, 
carrying on the business of writing books, 
comprising tales, sketches, ballads, verse, and 
other literary compositions, and that he has 
been fifteen years in such business, schooling 
himself in the requirements of his said business 
and in acquiring and developing a style of 
composition peculiar to himself. 

In or about 1892, the complaint goes on to 
recite, Kipling collected a number of his verses 
and ballads, corrected and revised them, add¬ 
ing thereto a number of new verses and bal¬ 
lads, and published the collection under the 
name “ Ballads and Barrack Room Ballads,” 
Macmillan & Coi doing the publishing. Mac¬ 
millan & Co. duly copyrighted the book. 

In 1893 Kipling again revised “ Ballads and 
Barrack Room Ballads” and added other 
verses, and on March 29 last The Macmillan Co. 
sold and delivered to Kipling all of the plates, 
stock, etc., of the above-mentioned work. 
The complaint alleges that Elbert G. Hubbard, 
the defendant, who is a printer, and manager 
of the Roycroft Press, published Kipling’s 
“ Ballads and Barrack Room Ballads,” “ The 
Seven Seas,” “The Last Chanty,” “The 
Dipsy Chanty and Other Selected Poems,” de¬ 
spite the copyright on the work, now held by 
p. Appleton & Co. 

Kipling, through his counsel, asks for a writ 
of subpoena ad respondum. The trial of the ac¬ 
tion will occur in Utica within a short time. 

The suits which Kipling has already brought 
against American publishers are but the be¬ 
ginning of an attempt on his part to suppress 
as far as possible the wholesale piracy to which 
his writings and rights are subjected. His 
attorney, therefore, has entered into an at¬ 
tempt to suppress the abuse, first bv persua¬ 
sion, next, if the apparently offending pub¬ 
lishers will not be persuaded, by recourse to 
law. It is conceded by those into whose hands 
Kipling’s interest in this respect has been 
placed that there may be a large number of 
suits brought in all parts of the country. Many 
of the persons addressed have agreed to dis¬ 
continue their alleged infringements without 
the compulsion of the laws, suits against others 
are pending, correspondence with others is in 
progress, and some have as yet received no 
attention. 


BRANCH OF THE DUTCH ALLIANCE. 

The American Branch of the General Dutch 
Alliance was organized on the 14th inst. in 
New York City, in the office of Augustus Van 
Wyck, who was elected President. Other 
officers are: First Secretary, the Rev. Dr. Geer- 
hardus Vos of Princeton, and Second Secretary, 
Cornelius W. Vander Hoogt of Maryland. 

The object of the society is the cultivation of 
fraternal feeling between the United States and 
the Netherlands. It will also study the Dutch 
language and literature, history and old Dutch 
law. Under the care of the society clubs with 
these subjects as themes of study will be or¬ 


ganized. Columbia has signified her willing¬ 
ness to co-operate by the appointment of a 
professor of the Dutch language and literature. 

Last fall the New York members of the Hol¬ 
land Society entertained Dr. Abraham Kuyper, 
a member of the Dutch Parliament and a pro¬ 
fessor in the University of Amsterdam. At a 
dinner given in his honor at the Metropolitan 
Club by Warner Van Norden, at which mem¬ 
bers of the Holland Society were present, Dr. 
Kuyper proposed that an American branch of 
the General Dutch Alliance, a belles-lettres 
institution of Holland, be formed. The sug¬ 
gestion was adopted.

PROTEST FROM A BOOKSELLER AGAINST 
DISCRIMINATING PRICES. 

Providence, R. I., June 19, 1899. 

To the Editor of The Publishers ’ Weekly. 

Dear Sir : Does it not look as if some of the 
oldest and largest publishing houses were 
determined to drive the regular bookseller 
out of business, when such prices as the fol¬ 
lowing are quoted on a popular line of books ? 
1000 volumes, 17 cents each. 250 volumes, 25 cents each. 
500 “ 22 “ “ 100 “ 27 “ “ 

Less than 100 volumes, 28 cents each. 

Is there any other business in existence 
where there is such a difference in price on 
account of quantity? At 17 cents each there 
would be a good profit to the manufacturer ; 
the charge of 25 or 27 cents is simply an ex¬ 
tortion. And how it plays into the hands of 
the department stores ! What can the poor 
bookseller do with such books if he pays 25 or 
27 cents each, when others have bought them 
for 17 cents? The probability is that this 
line will be advertised at 19 or 21 cents each 
at retail. What do the publishers mean?

The Stationer and Printer , 
from the start—nearly twenty years ago—has 
always been §n enterprising and a helpful up- 
to-date guide to the Western stationers and 
printers. The absorption of one of its com¬ 
petitors will no doubt strengthen the survivor, 
and so benefit the wider circle of its readers. 

The firm of E. L. Kellogg & Co.. New York 
and Chicago, celebrates its twenty-fifth anni¬ 
versary this summer. The business of the 
firm in all its departments has in these years 
been devoted to the purpose of advancing the 
cause of education, and friends of the schools 
everywhere will be glad to extend to them 
hearty wishes for a future of growing pros¬ 
perity. Asjde from the weekly School Journal , 
with whose publication the firm began, there 
are now regularly issued by them six other 
periodicals. The silver anniversary is to be 
commemorated by the issuing of an illustrated 
number dated June 24. Aside from a retro¬ 
spective sketch of the firm’s educational work, 
there will be articles on the progress of the 
schools and the teaching profession in the last 
quarter of a century, and several other notable 
contributions. 
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The fifty-seventh bound volume of The Cen¬ 
tury, for the six months ending with April, is 
particularly strong in the amount of authentic 
material it contains relating to the engagements 
on land and sea during the Spanish-American 
war.

ters,” accompanying Cole’s engravings ; and 
Charles Henry Hart on “ Gilbert Stuart’s Por¬ 
traits of Women,” with engravings by Henry 
Wolf. Lewis Carroll’s unpublished letters to 
little girls, Mark Twain’s “From the London 
Times of 1904,” “Absolute Zero ” (an illustrated 
description of the possibilities of liquid air). 
Noah Brooks’s entertaining reminiscences of 
Mark Twain and Henry George in California, 
“ The Carlyles in Scotland,” Tissot’s “ Christ¬ 
mas at Bethlehem,” and short stories by Jacob 
Riis, Ruth McEnerv Stuart and Mary Hallock 
Foote, are a few other of the many attractions 
of this volume. Among the serials are Mr. 
Crawford’s “ Via Crucis” and Mr. Stockton’s 
fantastic tale “ The Vizier of the Two-horned 
Alexander ; ” and among the innumerable il¬ 
lustrations—several of them printed in tint— 
the first in order is Miss Beaux’s frontispiece 
portrait of Dr. Weir Mitchell.

Girl,” which, like the author’s “Dorothy 
Foster,” is a tale of the eighteenth century—of 
the time when the debtors’ prisons were kept 
teeming with wretched humanity, and when 
men, women, and children were hanged for 
trifling offences. The heroine of the tale be¬ 
longed to the criminal class; she began her 
career as an orange girl at Drury Lane Theatre. 
Her inherently fine and noble nature is inten¬ 
sified by the vicious character of her surround¬ 
ings. Of course the time of action permits the 
author to bring into play as a setting for his 
scenes much of old London, with which he is 
so familiar. 

Henry Holt & Co. will publish in the near 
future a work of considerable present interest 
in Krausse’s “Russia in Asia ;” also, a novel 
by Ernest Dowson and Arthur Moore, entitled 
“Adrian Rome : a contemporary portrait.” 
The fact that this year (August 28) is the 
150th anniversary of Goethe’s birthday is com¬ 
memorated on the title-page of a biography 
to be issued at once by Henry Holt & Co., 
entitled “ Johann Heinrich Jung’s [genannt 
Stilling] Lebensgeschichte, eine wahrhafte 
Geschichte von ihm selbst erzahlt: zum hun- 
dert-und-fiinfzigsten Geburtstage Goethes, im 
Auszuge herausgegeben mit Worterbuch von 
Sigmon M. Stern, Director of Stern’s School of 
Languages of New York City.” The author 
was one of Goethe’s most intimate friends, and 
gives many delightful glimpses of him in these 
pages. 

The Collegiate Reformed Protestant Dutch 
Church, New York, has published “A Brief 
Account of Our Historic Church,” which gives 
a succinct idea of the growth of the denomina¬ 
tion, from the the organization in 1566 to the 
present, including a sketch of the establish¬ 
ment of the first church in New York City in 
1628. Among the interesting pictures with 
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which the book is illustrated are New York in 
1679, the First Garden Street Church of 1693, 
the Second Garden Church of 1807, the old 
Middle Church on Nassau Street in 1729, the 
North Church on Fulton Street, the Middle 
Church in Lafayette Place in 1839, the hand¬ 
some edifice at Fifth Avenue and Forty-eighth 
Street, the church of West End Avenue and 
Seventy-seventh Street, the Knox Memorial on 
Forty-first Street near Ninth Avenue, and por¬ 
traits of former ministers of the Collegiate 
Church. 

The American Baptist Publication So¬ 
ciety, Philadelphia, has in preparation the fol¬ 
lowing: “Dickey Downy, the Autobiography 
of a Bird,” by Virginia S. Patterson, with line 
and color illustrations; “Christ in Creation,” 
a discussion of ethical monism, by Augustus 
H. Strong, LL.D.; “Around the World and 
Palestine,” an account of travels, by Robert 
Stuart Mac Arthur, D. D.; “ The Celestial Lamp 
and Other Sermons,” also by Dr. MacArthur; 
“ Hilltop Farm,” by Mrs. S. B. Titterington, 
with four illustrations ; “ Romanism in Its 
Home,” by George B. Eager, D.D.; “Pen 
Pictures of Mormonism,” by Rev. M. L. Os¬ 
walt; “Institutes of Moral Philosophy,” by 
Lyman B. Tefft, D.D., of Hartshorn Memorial 
College; “The Messiah in the Psalms,” by 
Henry M. King. D.D.; “ Doctrines and Ordi¬ 
nances of the New Testament,” by O. P. 
Eaches, D.D., a new volume in the Bible Hand¬ 
book Series; “ Ward Hill at College,” by Everett 
T. Tomlinson, with nine illustrations by Frank 
McKernan; and “A Manual of Church His¬ 
tory,” by Prof. A. H. Newman, D.D. 

On July 7 of last year Prof. Charles Wald- 
stein. of Cambridge University, England, de¬ 
livered a lecture on “ The English-Speaking 
Brotherhood” at the Imperial Institute, Lon¬ 
don, at which Lord Rosebery took the chair 
and delivered an address on the same subject, 
now reprinted in the volume of addresses by that 
statesman. An abridged version of Professor 
Waldstein’s address.appeared in the August 
number of The IVorth American Review. It is 
now to be brought out in full, by John Lane, 
in a volume under the title of “The Expan¬ 
sion of Western Ideals and the World’s Peace.” 
Professor Waldstein, who was once a student at 
Columbia University, is now in this country to 
edit the large publication of the American ex¬ 
cavations in Greece at Argive Heraeum. In 
order to take charge of the American School 
at Athens in 18S9, he resigned the directorship 
of the Fitzwilliam Museum, a life position he 
had held for six years. The English university 
authorities, however, generously permitted him 
to take charge of the American work while 
still maintaining his Chair of Archaeology, by 
giving him six months’ leave of absence every 
winter. 

Joseph J. Little, President of the Board of 
Education of New York, has published a pam¬ 
phlet entitled “ A Statement of Facts regarding 
the Indictments for Criminal Libel found by 
the Grand Jury against Nicholas Murray But¬ 
ler, Professor of Philosophy in Columbia Uni¬ 
versity, and others, upon the complaint of 
Joseph J. Little, President of the Board of 
Education of the City of New York.” In an 
introductory note the author states the purpose 
of his pamphlet as follows: “ So many personal 
friends and others are constantly asking me, 


by letter and in person, for g statement regard¬ 
ing the indictment . . . that I have prepared 
this formal statement as a reply to the inquiries 
of all who have failed to obtain a correct un¬ 
derstanding of the case through the imperfect 
statements that have appeared in the daily 
press.” Mr. Little desires it to be known that 
his principal objection was not so much to being 
called a fine old educational mastodon and an 
antediluvian as to the intimation, that he holds 
to be clear in the article in the Educational Re - 
view which he complained of, that he is among 
those “ easily impressed by the cohesive power 
of public plunder.” 

FOREIGN NOTES. 

George Allen, of London, has in prepara¬ 
tion an edition of Homeric hymns translated 
by Andrew Lang. 

The copy of the Kilmarnock edition of 
Burns, which sold in Edinburgh last year for 
$3860, is again in the market. 

William Heinemann, London, will publish 
at once Brandes’s work on Ibsen and Bjornson, 
translated by William Archey. 

Methuen & Co., London, have in preparation 
“ The' English Turf,” a work by C. Richardson, 
dealing with the evolution of the race-horse, 
and describing the art of breeding. 

The Clarendon Press, Oxford, will publish 
at once the second series of Dr. Edward 
Moore’s “ Studies in Dante,” and before long a 
large-type reprint of the “ Divina Commedia ” 
from Dr. Moore’s “ Oxford Dante.” 

Chatto & Windus, London, have in press an 
account of Emile Zola’s eleven months’ exile 
in London, where he enjoyed perfect obscurity 
in a hotel near Fleet Street, written by Ernest 
Vizetelly, the translator of “ Paris.” 

Dent & Co., London, will publish shortly 
an English edition of Dr. Horst Kohl’s 
“Guide Through Bismarck’s Reflections and 
Reminiscences.” It will contain a considerable 
amount of matter not previously given, to¬ 
gether with a photogravure of the last portrait 
of the Iron Chancellor by Lembach, painted in 

1895. 

Vladimir Tshertkoff, Tolstoy’s agent in 
England, is protesting vigorously against the 
manner in which Tolstoy’s new novel, “ Resur¬ 
rection,” is being treated by the editor of 
Cosmopolitan. According to Mr. Tshertkoff, the 
liberties taken by the Cosmopolitan do not end 
at the excision of passages, but go on to “ al¬ 
terations and modifications of a nature quite 
unnecessary from even an extreme puritanical 
standpoint.” 

An interesting .Stevenson manuscript of 
thirty pages, all in his own handwriting, en¬ 
titled “ Markheim,” will be sold at Sotheby’s 
July 5. The story appeared originally in an 
annual, and is supposed to be the first shape 
that “ The Strange Story of Dr. Jekyll and Mr. 
Hyde” took in Stevenson’s mind. The same 
sale includes thirty-six unpublished letters 
from Dickens, 1857 to 1861, and six from Thack¬ 
eray, all addressed to John Hollingshead. 
Dickens’ manuscript, “ The Battle of Life,” was 
sold on the 13th inst. for $2000 ; “ Pickwick,” 
in original parts, each inscribed by Dickens to 
Mary Hogarth, $525, and Forster’s “ Life of 
Dickens,” in an extra illustrated form, for 
$2500.
